Gateway to L.A. needs to budget for $60,000 to carry over operations from year-to-year, 
allowing for delay in receiving funds from City.

Estimated increase in revenue $130,000 from price increase assuming ridership stays same as 
2009 - 74,500 riders.

Funding from City still being sought, unclear as to whether funds will be cut due to 
budget cuts 

Gateway to a Greener L.A. 

• Meeting was held with GW members to assess interest in pursuing Green Seal 
Certification on February 10. 

• Cindy Boulton leading effort to collaborate with LACCD to access funds to subsidize 
effort to gain Green Seal Certification for hotels and other Gateway properties. 

• Plan includes green certification, workforce training in sustainable practices, and 
marketing GW as Green Community. 

• $300,000 being requested from LACCD to underwrite program. 

• $50,000 included in budget to subsidize certification fees for GW properties for 2 - 3 
years. 

Miscellaneous 


• Mobile food truck lunch program - trying to find a location to hold periodic Mobile 
Food Truck lunches 1 -2 times a month. 

• Expansion of PBID boundaries to include LAWA properties - initial discussion was 
positive. Conversation with Mike Molina on 3/10 indicated that LAWA is once again 
warm to the idea proposed for including more LAWA properties as members of BID and 
letting GW assume responsibility for maintaining Century Blvd. landscaping.

6. LACCD Conference Center Update 

Larry Eisenberg reported on the progress of the LACCD campus redevelopment. 

7. Gateway to a Greener L.A. Update 

Cindy Boulton, Julie Baylor, and Mark Pracher presented plans to establish a training 
program with LACCD to assist Gateway to L.A. members with the process of Green 
Seal Certification. The pilot program using Gateway member properties would 
ultimately establish a training module for LACCD to offer to other communities.
